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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Make A Fair Comparison 


Seldom has there been such wide-spread interest as 


their now is over property valuations throughout the com- 


munity. 
Speculation, since the 


assessors released valuation 


totals and the estimated tax rate, has reached the heights 
of absurdity. For in a few cases, individuals found out 


what their new valuations will be, and then began yelping 


about the unfairness of the program. This touched off so 


many rumors that it has become impossible for most pro- 


perty owners to know where they stand, 


It was a wise decision to refuse all requests for infor- 


mation, pending completion of the three-week job of typing 


all notices. Then, when all the information is ready, tax- 


payers will get pertinent data via the mail. This decision, 


although unpopular with the few who just can’t wait to 
find out how they stand, will help to end the confusion 


that developed last week. 


Actually, most taxpayers are content to wait and see. 
For they realize that this year-long task can’t be rushed 
to a conclusion. It’s no small task, with the best of help, 
to type over 6UUU individual notices and get them ready 


for the mails. 


A great disservice can be done the entire program by a 
few individuals, if they speculate on possible values to 
such a degree that others take to the warpath before they 
know exactly where they stand. It would be wise for 
these few persons to refrain from discussing their own pro- 


belms in public, to avoid mass-confusion and misunder- 


standings. 


It should also be made clear that there is only one 


valid comparison to make, between this year’s probable 
tax bill and anything that has gone before. 


If valuations had not changed, the tax rate would have 
stood at »76. Figure out what your tax bill would have 
been at that rate, on your old valuation. 

Then when the new value is received, figure the tax 


bill on the new rate of 926. 


These two figures can be compared, to find out how 
much your taxes have been increased as a result of the 


revaluation. 


It is a mistake to compare the 1958 tax bill with what 
was paid last year, because town meeting voted sub- 


stantial sums this spring, 


which must be paid for. In- 


creases based on these appropriations can’t be blamed on 
the revaluation, although that appears to be what some 


are attempting to do. 


Thus, when you get your notice, stop a few minutes and 


make a proper comparison before screaming that you’ve 
been hurt badly. In many cases, you’ll find there is no 


basis for complaint.

New Route 28 Section 
Now Out For Bids 
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Bids were asked Tuesday for 
the construction of another major 
link of Interstate Rt-93 ( Relocated 
Rt 28), State Public Works Com- 
missioner Anthony .N. DiNatale 
said the section will cost more 
than $4,000,000 and close the 
gap between contracts now under 
construction. 

The section to be advertised 
for bids will begin in Wilmington 
near Rt 62 and run_ northerly 
through a corner of Tewksbury to 
a point near Dascomb rd., a dis- 
tance of 3.5 miles. ° 

Seven bridges will be construct- 
ed.

Law Day 

A proclamation by President 
Eisenhower has set aside May 1, 
1958 as Law Day, for the people 
of the United States. It states
